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Sudden Redemption of 520, 000, 000 
Bonds by the Treasury to Ease 
the Money Market. 


New YORK, February 24.—The Post says 
the drain of money from the bank reserves 
into the Treasury, where it will remain until 
paid out for notes of the banks giving up their 
circulation, will have a serious effect on the 


money markets of the country, unless the 
Treasury promptly releases the surplus 
revenues which now amount to about 


$16,000,000. There are two ways for the Sec- 
retary to do this. First by a geheral purchase 
‘of bonds forthe sinking fund, and second to 
give notice he will prepay $25,000,000 of 5’s 
which have been called in for redemption on 
the 2ist day of May. This latter mode of re- 


lief the Secretary has decided upon, 
the following dispateh having been 
received by Genera!

The five per cent bonds, which will be paid 
by the above order, are selling in the market 
at 10034 . The Treasury will pay par for them 
and accrued interest to. date of 
presentation. This accrued interest 
amounts to 0.37 of the price which he would 
pay, which is 100.37. Several millions of 
these bonds are now pledged at Washington 
to secure the bank note circulation, and if the 
banks choose they can be presented, and 
money obtained for them at once. The only 
difficuity which will now be found 
will be to get hold of these called 
bonds. ‘The effect of the news thatthe Treas- 
ury had come to the rescue was electrical in 
the stock market. The market opened in a 
condition of semi-panio, and during the first 
hour and a half prives fell one to five per cent. 
The change on the nes noted was as sudden 


as can be ittiigined, and pri- 
ces went back like a rubber 
strap which had been stretched 
and one end suddenly released. The recov- 


ery ranged from one to six points, and where 
there was something like a “bull panic“ there 
was a sudden change to a“ bear panic.”

WASHINGTON, February 24.—A scene of 
confusion occurred inthe House this after- 
noon over the demand of the Republicans for 
an unlimited debate on the apportionment 
bill.

The Funding Bill. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 24.—The 
House Committee on Ways and Means this 
morning took under consideration the funding 
bill as amended by the Senate. The majority 
of the Senate amendments were agreed to. The 
exceptions were first in regard to the award 
of bonds of the new three per cent loan to 


subscribers. The committee adopt- 
ed the amendment to the 
first section which provides 


in effect that the bonds shall be distributed in 
order of application without any scaling of 
subscriptions. Amendments were also adopt- 
ed to section four of the billto authorize the 
Secretary ofthe treasury to use from time to 
time,not exceeding 100, ,000jat any one time 
ofthe standard gold and silvercoinin the 
treasury, in the redemption of five and six per. 
cent bonds of the United States; 
also to authorize the Secretary at 
any time to apply the surplus of money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated or so. 
much thereof as he may consider proper to 
the purchase or redemption of any United | 
States bonds or of treasury notes authorized 


by this act. An amendment was also adopted 


to section 5 which extends the time from Ju- 
ly 1 to September 1, when the banks must de 
P osit he new bonds exclusivel 
to secure circulation.

NEW YORK, February 24.—A Washington 
special says Senator Carpenter passed away 
quietly. His wife, son and daughter, Dr. 
Fox, of Milwaukee, and C. G. Williams, of 
Wisconsin, were present. He sank quietly 
away without a struggle, simply dying from 
exhaustion incident to the disease that had 
spent itself upon his system. 

Matthew H. Carpenter of Milwaukee was 
born at Moretown, Vermont, in 1824. He en- 
tered the Military Academy at West Point in 
1853, and remained there two years. He 
studied law with Rufus Choate and was ad- 
mitted tothe bar. In 1848 he removed to 
Wisconsin and entered upon the practice .of | 
his profession. He was elected United States 
Senator from Wisconsin as a Republican in 
place of James R. Doolittle, e toook his 
seat March 4, 1869, and served until March 3, 
1875, when An 
the Senate. Carpenter then resumed the ; 
practice oflaw at Washington, but in 1879 
was again elected United Statcs Senator for 
Wisconsin.

The Herald’s Cabinet Slate. 

NEW Lokk, February 24.—The New York 
Herald publishes the following as to the com- 
position of Garfield’s Cabinet: Concerning 
the Cabinét situation, so long as New York’s 
share in the Cabinet was still unsettled in 
General Garfield’s own mind, it was utterly 
impossible to make even reasonable guesses 
in regard to any members of it except Blaine. 
Now all sorts of names are mentioned in this 


connection by those who fancy that they have 
watched the drift of affairs here with some 
degree of accuracy. But the Herald corre- 
spondent is not reduced to guesswork. He is 
permitted, through a source that may be 
relied on, to give nearly a complete list of the 
forthcoming Cabinet, asit now stands. It is 
us follows: Secretary of State, James G. 
Blaine, of Maine; Secretary of the Treasury, 
Charles J. Folger, of New Vork; Postmaster- 
General, Charles Foster, of Ohio; Secretary of 
the Navy, Nathan Gaff, Jr., of West Virginia. 
The other three members will be Horace 
Davis, of California; James F. Wilson, of 
Iowa; and ex-Senator Howe, of Wisconsin. 
The position which these men will respective- 
ly occupy are not yet fully decided upon, but 
an attempt will be made to weigh the ability 
of each for the various —— and to assi 
them in accordance therewith. 

Howe will be Attorney-General, Wilson, Sec- 
retary of the Interior, and Davis, 
Secretary of War. Davis 
now Congressman from California, 


and was defeated by Gen. Rosecrans at the 


recent election. Mrs. Davis and Mrs. Gar- 


field are warm friends, and, as the General 


wants a member from the Pacific Slope to 
balance the two important offices he is giving 
to the East, there can be no better man 
selected than Davis. The General has been 
very anxious, in the formation of his Cabinet, 
to look as much as possible at the geographical 
fitness of things,but has at the same timé been 
more anxious to get the kind of advisors that 
would be suitable to him. He was strongly 
inclined at first not to make a Cabinet 
appointment from Ohio, but he wants 
Foster to near at hand, and sees 
no other way to get him. Pennsyl- 
vania would undoubtedly be represented in 
the cabinet were it not for the present very 
serious dissensions within the party there. 
Gen. Garfield feels that he should not step 
into the breach and settle or_a t to settle 
until it cam be made ap- 
e stronger, little can 
ex the Administration. Gen. 
Garfield considers Robert Lincoln as by far 
too young in public affairs to merit the dis- 
tinction of ‘a Cabinet position, and does not 
believe in appointing men to office simply 
because they had greatand famous fathers. 
If a man from Indiana or Illinois of really 
national importance, Who would be generally 
acceptable, were available, one or the other 
State might look for recognition. The above 
is exactly how matters stand at Mentor to-day. 
There may be one or two minor changes in 
the future, but it is not aye that the pro- 
gramme will be materially different from the 
version of that I have just given.” 


Garfield’s Departure for Washington. 

MENTOR, O., February 24.—The arrange- 
ments are rapidly culminating for General 
Garfield’s departure for Washington, and 
will probably be definitely settled this week. 
The President-elect will leave for Washing- 
ton on Monday, February 28. His wife and 


mother and his/ three children at home, 
Mollie, ae Abram, will accompan 
him, and pro y a few very intimate friends 
besides, 

The General wil] board the train at Mentor. 
Prominent Republicans throughout the dis- 
trict are nego ating for special trains to run 
to Mentor on the day of departure, to give 
Garfield’s old eonstituents an opportu to 
see and hear bim before he es his final 
leave.

leaves for Washington. This, of course, only 
tends to increase the number of visitors, 
which is alread _—— ous, Since the nom- 
ination of Garfieldiu June he has paid 
for postage on his letters into the West Men- 
tor Post-office.

Among other 
features of the systematic and chronic viola- 
tions of this compact, which began almost im- 
mediately, was a special allowance by the 
Pennsylvania Road of 22% cents a barrel to 
the Standard on all oil shipped by its com- 
petitors oritself. Vice-President Cassatt, of 
the Pennsylvania, said under oath, in the 
Pennsylvania suit against his road, that he 
did not think this special allowance was any 
violation of the agreement. But by it, as Mr. 
E. G. Patterson, of Titusville, said before the 
New York InVestigatin Committee, the 
Standard was able to sell refined oil at less 
than the cost of manufacture, and put its buy- 
ers of oil into the field, and crush out the 
business of any rivai, by bidding this 22% 
cents, or part of it, above the price any one 
not getting this rebate could pay. In the end 
the rebatecame outofthe unfortunate pro- 
ducer. After the Standard had used the re- 
bate to crush out the other refiners, who were 
its competitors in the purchase of petroleum 
at the wells, it became the only buyer, and 
dictated the price. It began by paying more 
than cost for crude oil, and selling refined oil 
for less than cost. It has ended by making us 
pay what it pleases for kerosene, and com- 
pelling the owner of the well to take what he 
can get for his product.

because they could not get transportation. 
The monopoly of the pipe-lines which the 
railroads gave it made the Standard the mas- 
ter ofthe exits of oil from the producing dis- 
tricts. Produeing themselves but one- 
fiftieth of the oil yield, they stood between the 
producers of the other forty-nine-fiftieths and 
the world. There was apparently no trick the 
Standard would not play. It delivered its 
competitors inferior oils when they had or- 
dered the high-priced articles, out of which 
alone they could manufacture the fancy 
brands their customers called for. The Stand- 
ard received as a common carrijer from E. W. 
Coddington oil for transportation through the 
United Pipe-Line, but, when he sold ittoa 
New York dealer outside, the Standard coin- 
bination refused to detiver it, at the same time 
shipping oil to one of the dealer’s competitors 
in New York. The Standard controlled the 
pipes by whichalone Mr. Coddington and all 
öther producers could get to market. When 
the flow from his wells had filled his tanks and 
he had to have them emptied, his application 
to the Standard’s United Pipe Line, a common 
carrier, was met by refusal to move his oil un- 
less he sold it to the Standard. 
HUNDREDS AND THOUSANDS OF MEN HAVE 

BEEN RUINED 
by these acts of the Standard and the rail- 
roads; whole communities have been render- 
ed desperate, and the peace of Pennsylvania 
imperiled more than once. The thousands of 
men thrown out of employment in Pittsburg 
between 1872 and 1877 were actors in the Pitts- 
burg tragedy of July, 1877. The oil produc- 
ers, in their memorial to Gov. Hartranft, Au- 
gust 15,1878, for help, declared that“ the 
Standard and the railroad companies leave to 
the people, whose creatures they are, but two 
remedies—an appeal for protection first to the 
law of the land, and next to the higher law of 
nature!“ The very intelligent and fair cor- 
respondent ofthe New York Sun, whom the 
Standard could not seduce, as it did the rep- 
resentative of another great New York daily, 
wrote from Titusville, Pa., November 4, 1878: 
The fact is, the State of, Pennsylvania has 
had a narrow escape from an internal war, 
that would have required all its re- 
sources to control and check, 
and the danger is not over yet. 
* * * Had certain men given the word there 
would have been an outbreak that contem- 
plated the seizure of the railroads and run- 
ning them,the capture and control of the 
United Pipe-Line’s (the Standard’s) property, 
andinall probability the burning of all the 
property of the Standard Oil Company in the 
region. The men who have done this, and 
may do it yet, are not laborers or tramps. 
They sre men who believe in order and law, 
and have business to attend to.’’ Mr. B. B. 
Cumpbell, who described himself as the un- 
fortunate owner of nearly a hundred produc- 
ing wells, told a story before the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania that ought not to be 
uninteresting to the million of consumers of 
kerosene. One day, returning to his home at 
Parker, near Pittsburg, the center of a great 
oil district, he found the citizens ina state of 
excitement. The Standard, through its pipe 
line, had refusedto run oil unless sold to 
them, and then declared it could not buy be- 
cause the railwads could furnish it no cars to 
move away the oil. 

HUNDREDS OF WELLS WERE STOPPED, 
to their;great damage. Thousands more, 
whose owners were afraid to close them for 
fear of injury by salt water, were pumping 
the oil onthe ground. All the influence of a 
few leading men was hardly enough to pre- 
ventan outbreak and the destruction of rail- 
road and pipe line. Mr. Campbell telegraphed 
the railroad authorities: The refusal of the 
Standard to‘run oil unless sold upon immedi- 
ate shipment, and of the railroads to furnish 
cars, has created such excitement here that 
the conservative citizens will not be able to 
control the peace, and I fear the scenes of last 
July will be repeated in an aggravated form.“ 
The interview that followed convinced the 
railroad men they had gone too far, and in a 
few hours afterwards hundreds of empty cars 
suddenly appeared at Parker, and for a week 
the railroad which had said it could furnish 
no cars took away from Parker 50,000 of bar- 
rels a day! 

The Pittsburg Chamber of Commerce re- 


ported April 3, 1876, that there were were 


TWENTY-ONE OIL REFINERIES IDLE 
in that city, owing to freight discriminations 
and eombinations. There were $2,000,000 in- 
vested in these refineries, and if in operation 


they would have required the labor directly 


of 3,060 men, besides the much larger number 
of carpenters, brick-layers, boiler-makers, 


py pe and other workingmen who 


ave employment if the oil refining business 
is prosperous. A minute prepared in 1879 by 
the Hon. Lewis Emery, Jr., a member of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, shows that of 
the fifty-eight refineries in Pittsburgh in 
1867, twenty-eignt have been crushed out and 
dismantled, and that of the remaining thirty 
twenty-nine have been bought up or leased 
by the great monopoly. A partial list pre- 
pared by Mr. Emery of “the petroleum re- 
fineries in Pennsylvania bankrupted, 
squeezed out, bought up, leased, or disman- 
tled’” by the Standard contains seventy-six 
refineries, of which thirty-one were disman- 
tled, twenty-four leased or bought, some to 
be run, and some to be shut down, and twen- 
ty-one were driven out of business. 

ITS GENIUS FOR MONOPOLY 

has given the Standard control of more than 
the product of oil and its manufacture. 
Wholesale merchantsin all the cities of the 
country, except New York, have to buy and 
sel] at the prices it makes. Merchants who 
buy oil of the Standard are not allowed tosell 
to dealers who buy of its few competitors. 
Some who have doneso have been warned not 
to repeat the offense, and have been informed 
that, if they did so, the Standard, though un- 
der contract to supply them with oil, would 
cut them off, and would fight any suit they 
might bring through the courts without re- 
gard to expense.

IN THE SOUTH THE STANDARD’S CONTROL IS 

It has now atretched opt its hands to grasp 
the turpentine trade, anf that in cottonseed 
and linseed oi], and its peculiar tactics have 
ay been disastrously felt in these mar- 
cets. 

These oi] producers and refiners whom the 
Standard was robbing with and without forms 
of law fought with every weapon they could 
command. The struggle has been on 
continuously for nine years. All men 
could do who were fighting for self-preserva- 
— — — 4 caused v0 — —— 
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found that the courts, the Governor, and the 
Legislature of their State, and the Congress 
of the United States were the tools of the 
plunderers, and were forced to compromise. 
This compromise, signed February 5, 1880, was 
a victory in forcing a pledge from the Stand- 
ard and the railroads of the abandonment of 
the worst of their practices, but there lies in 
it, as in most compromises, 
A GERM OF DISASTER. 

It permits the Standard to receive any rebate 
the railroads have aright to grant, and allows 
the railroad to give rebates to large shippers, 
of whom there is but one—the Standard. This 
if the relative position of the parties to-day. 
The Standard holds the vantage ground, and 
America has the proud satisfaction of having 
furnished the world with the greatest, wisest 
and meanest monopoly known to history. 

To-day. in every part of the United States, 
people who burn kerosene are paying the 
Standard Oil Company be on every gallon 
amounting to several times its original cost to 
that concern. In Pennsylvania, the tax levied 
by the Standard above all expenses and legit- 
imate profits was calculated in 1879 by an ex- 
pert at fourteen cents a gallon. This made a 
yearly tax on the light in most general use in 
that State of $2,555,000. In an affidavit sub- 
mitted recently at Cleveland in a lawsuit, it 
was stated by Mr. H. L. Taylor, a retiner, that 
the monopoly of the Standard increased 
the cost of oil eight cents a gallon. When 
the workingman buys kerosene because it is 
cheaper than gas, or the student because itis 
better, each pays the Standard this tax. The 
whole country consumed last year, ata low 
estimate, 250,000,000 gallons of kerosene. Put- 
ting the Standard tax, to avoid all possibility 
of exaggeration, down to five cents a gallon, 
we have a levy on the whole country of $12,- 
500,000, |besides the millions taken 
from the railroads in rebates. These accord- 
ing to the sworn evidence of the officers of the 
railroads and the known figures of shipments, 
amounted in 1878 to $5,960,840, and in the pe- 
riod between Oct. 17, 1877, and March 31,1879, 
to $10,151,218. These figures make reasona- 
ble the current estimate that the Standard 

ays dividends of $1,000,000 a month. It can 
Be this, and have millions left to pay the suits 
of refineries it has leased and keeps idle, its 
backsheesh to railroad men, the bribes it has 
had to give Judges, State Legislatures, and 
State Inspectors, andits salaries of hundreds 
of dollars a month to men whom it has turned 
out of the business, and who are acting as its 
paid agents. 

IT IS THE RAILROADS THAT {HAVE BRED THE 
MILLIONAIRES 
who are now buying newspapers, and getting 
up corners in wheat, corn and cotton. and are 
making railroad consolidations that stretch 
across the continent. By the same tactics 
that the railroads have used to build up the 
Standard, they can give other combinations of 
capitalists the control of the wheat, lumber, 
cotton or any other product of the United 
States. There is more than a suggestion of 
this in the action winter before last of the rail- 
roads connecting the Egst and West, in rais- 
ing rates at the stroke of the pen from fifteen 
totwentv cents a hundred pounds between 
New York and Chicago to forty and forty- 
five cents a hundred. The immediate result 
was a jam at Chicago of $26,000,000 of the pro- 
ducts of the farm. Chicago was filled up,and 
word had to be sent back along the railroads 
totake no more grain for shipment. The 
roadside elevators filled up, and the farmers 
found their market gone. As it happened, on 
this occasion they had already sold the most 
of their crop, but the occurrence shows how 
the outlet for wheat could be cut off by a 
combination of railroad men and speculators, 
just as the outflow of oil was cut off by the 
Standard and the railroads. Some of 
the operators most prominent in 
the recent great speculations are 
POWERFUL RAILROAD OWNERS AND DIREC- 
TORS. 

Given the power to raise and change the 
freightrate at will, these speculating direc- 
tors can control the prices the West shall get 
for its grain and cattle and those the East shall 
pay for its bread and meat. The New York 
Chamber of Commerce on February 3, 1880, 
unanimously adopted a report—signed by 
Charles S. Smith, Jackson S. Schultz, Benja- 
min G. Arnold, Jacob Wendell, and Charles 
C. Dodge—in which these significant words 
occur: **What has happened in the case of the 
Standard Oil Company may happenin other 
lines of business. With the favor of the man- 
agers of the trunk lines, what is to prevent 
commerce in the rest of the great staples from 
being monopolized in a similar manner? Al- 
ready it istaking this course. One or two 
firms in Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York 
and Boston, with their branch houses 
in the West, are, by the favor of the railroads, 
fast monopolizing the export trade in wheat, 
corn, cattle, and provisions, driving their 
competitors to the wall with absolute cer- 
tainty. breaking down and crushing out the 
energy and enterprise of the many for the 
benetit of the favored few.” 


ENGLISH FARMERS IN DESPAIR.

The Effects of Bad Harvests and of 
American Competition--Hopelessnéss 
of the Future. 

From the London Economist. 

It may be from fear of America, it may be 
from the long continuance of unprofitable har- 
vests, it may be from the rise in the expendi- 
ture especially upon labor, or it may even be 
from increased intelligence, but there is a 
hopelessness about farmers’ complaints which 
experienced men, familiar with their ways, 
never remember before. They hardly look 
for any improvement. They donot speak of 
the bad times as exceptional. They do not, 
among each other, talk as prices as sure to 
improve. Above all, they throw up their 
farms on apparently light rovocation. 
Experienced land agents notice a total 
difference of tone, an indisposition to 
haggle, a sort of determination to 
make none but low offcrs, and to stick to 
them. The tenants, as they say, seem not to 
want the farms, and make offers too low to be 
entertained, in a kind of spiteful sport. Very 
oiten no offers at all can be obtained, and the 


hands or goes out of cultivation. The latter 
occurrence was formerly most unusual in 
Great Britain, and seems almost impossible; 
but there is no reason to doubt the state- 
ments made thatin every county in the south 
and east large numbers of farms formerly 
bea cnar, good rents are lying idle, the land- 
ords being unwilling to let at low rents te 
men who ask long leases, and unwilling to 


porary loss. We know in our own experience 
of a district in which eleven farms, poorish to 
fair as to soll, are deserted and untilled, 
and have read advertisements of a 
quite extraordinary character in the 
way of temptation to tenants. Of farms in 
the landlord’s hands, and of farms broken 
into two orthree, there is no end, while land 
in modest patches has sunk in value in a de- 
ewhich s sts a kind of dread among 
nants as well as land buyers. There is a 
feeling of hopelessness, in fact, abroad 
among farmers of the better class, and of re- 
luctance to remain in the business which of 
itself may produce important effects, willing- 
ness tO farm having been an important ele- 
ment inthe trade.

Not content with this he is also owner (as lam 
informed) of three out of seven newspapers, 
which constitute the Associated Press, and 
may, at any time, secure a fourth, which will 
give him absolute Control over the news of the 
country. With one more paper added to his 
already enormous power what will be Our con- 
dition? What chance will the people 
then have to resist the encroach- 
ments of corporate power. How shall 
they even communicate with each other on the 
subject; what opportunity will there be fora 
fair discussion of this question? The daily news 
which shall be supplied to myriads of newspa- 
pers will first pass under the supervision of one 
or two men,who represent the Associated Press 
and who are appointed by the man who owns 
it. They may omitor add or color the daily 
news to suit the interests, ambition or malice 
of their employer, £0 that hour- 
ly millions of people who read 
their morning papers will receive 
just such impressions as this one man may 
chance to give them. Public affairs and busi- 
ness interests will be seen through his glasses, 
and with such coloring as may please him. The 
legislator who is bold enough to strike a blow in 
the interests of the people and against the 
abuses and encroachments of corporate power 
will find himself misrepresented or unable to 
secure a hearing before his own constituents. 
The people will find themselves unable 
to communicate with each other, 
except by the gracious will and pleasure 
of this autocrat of the wires. Should 
special correspondents undertake to supply in- 
formation, they too will find thatthey must do 
it over wires owned by the owner of the Associ- 
ated Press.

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THERE is a very lively row ahead of Mr.

HOAXING THE GREAT RELIGIOUS. 


Three Enterprisin rters

way Encounter. 

The police were greatly entertained this 
morning with the account in the Globe-Demo- 
erat of a highway encounter between robbers 
and Dra. R. C. Armstrong and J. W. Matchett. 
According to the highly sensational story 
these two gentlemen were riding for pleasure 


on the St. Charles Rock Road, five miles out 
of the city last evening when darkness came 
on. Asthey were coming homeward they 
were beset by an indefinite number of robbers 
and a regular fusillade ensued. One of 


the attacking party was mortally wounded— 
at least he dropped down in a limp condition. 
Dr. Matchett received a slug in the breast 
and Dr. Armstrong sustained a slight wound. 
Farther, according to the account, the police 
were engaged in a hard search for the higch- 
waymen. This and much more was told, but 
itall becomes uninteresting when the fact is 
stated the police derived their first informa- 
tion ofthe affair from reporters, and know 
nothing more than they have read in the pa- 
pers. 

At the mounted station a Post-Dispatcn 
reporter found Capt. Fox this morning puz- 
zling his brains over the story. Two report- 
ers dropped into his station ast night and 
wanted to know if any such thing had hap- 

ened. That was his first intimation of ft. 

he mounted men who patrol the Rock Road 
camein this morning .and said a newspaper 
man had been outthere making inquiries which 
was all they had heard of the alleged shoot- 
ing. An examination of the directory showed 
that there were no such persons therein en- 
rolled as Drs. R. C. Armstrong and J. W. 
Matchett. The conclusion reached the Police 
was that the reporters had been hoaxed in 
some Way. Somebody set afloat a theorv that 
instead of a highway robbery the story was 
based on an encounter between medical stu- 
dents and the sexton of a suburban cemetery. 
This was exploded by visits to the 
city offices of cemeteries 
injthe vicinity where the shooting was re- 
ported to have occurred at all. These officers’ 
entire ignorance of any such thing was declar- 
ed. The more the affair was inquired into 
the stronger became the indications that it 
was all without foundation.

Others in Opposition to the Per- 
sonal Damages Bill.

A meeting of the Mechanic’s Exchange was 
held at noon to-dayto take action in refer- 
ence to a personal damage law, or em- 
ployes’ damage law, which is now 
before the State Legislature and has already 
passed to engrossement in the House. The 
important portions of this law, which isa 
substitute for House bill No. 2317, are as fol- 
lows: 

The first section amends the present act 
concerning damages by enabling persons in 
the employ of corporations, or of individuals 
engaged in transportation of freight or pas- 
sengers, to recover damages for injuries re- 
suking from the negligence, unskillfulness or 
criminal intent of their fellow-emploves, tothe 
same extent that third persons ure now en- 
titled to recover such dainages. 

The next section, however, is the most im- 
portant one. It reads as follows: 

Every person or corporation shall be lia- 
ble for all damages sustained by any employe 
of such person or corporation, in conseqnence 
of the neglect of agents or co-employes, or by 
any mismanagement of the engineers cr other 
employes of the corporation or person, aod in 
consequence of the wilful wrongs, 
whether of commission or omission, of 
such agents, engineers or other 
employes, when such wrongs are in any man- 
ner connected with the business or operation 
of any person or corporation, on or about 
which they shall be employed. And no con- 
tract which restricts such liability shall be 
legal or binding. The provisions of section 
two thousand one hundred and twenty-one 
(2,121) of the Revised Statutes, in reference to 
the survival of causes of action, shall apply to 
this section.“ 

It was in opposition chiefly to the second 
section as given above that the meeting of the 
Exchange was held. President Green called 
the meeting to order, with quite a large num- 
her of members present; indeed the room was 
filled. 

Mr. Fenerbach, after making some re- 
marks relative to the bill and its proyisions, 
offered the following resolution: 

Whereas, The attention of the members of 
this Exchange has been called toa bill now 

ending inthe Iiouse of Representatives at 

efferson City, being a substitute for House 
bill No. 317, the provisions of which appear 
to be alike ill-considered and unjust; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That no law is wise er just which, 
under the name of compensation for wrongs, 
punishes any person, whether employer or 
employed, for faults which he did not com- 
mit, or negligence against which 
he had not opportunity to guard; 
or which permits any person to recover dam- 
ages for any injury caused or contributed to 
by his own fault or negligence; or which 
makes any man or any class in the community 
liable to blackmail under the name of dam- 
ages, without fault or negligence on their part, 
in case of ,the wilful or wanton misconduct of 
others. 

Resolved, That the members of this Ex- 
change oppose no law which shall award 
equal justice to all whom it affects, and 
shall protect the employer against the mis- 
conduct or negligence of others as well 
as hold him liable for his own; but do re- 
spectfully request the General Assembly to 
reject any bill whicn vio:ates the plain die- 
tates of justice as above set forth, and especi- 
ally the pending bill above mentioned.“ 

A letter from Henry Hitchcock, calling the 
attention to the injustice of the law, was also 
read by the secretary. 


Mr. Feuerbach said that if the bill became a a 


law an employer would bave to virtually 
insure the life of his every 
employe. He thought employers 
should take care to protect their employes, 
but according to this law an employe could 
recover if he did himself intentional harm. 
Mr. A. G. Braun thought there was need of 
haste, as the bill had already passed to en- 
grossment and might pass the Senate very 
quickly. The law he said Was the outcrop 
of the Socialistic doctrine,and the Socialist ele- 
ment were forcing the bill. He moved to 
amend by adding that the resolutions be for- 
warded the St. Louis delegation at Jefferson 


City. 

Mr. S. Marsden said that the -manufactur- 
ers of the city would call a meeting dnd take 
just such action on the bill as was now pro- 
posed. He had consulted divers lawyers, and 
they pronounced the bil unconstitutional, 
but it was much better to] stop the bill now 


than to fight it in the Supreme Court after it 


became a statute. He moved that the Me- 
chanics’ Exchange co-operate with other ex- 
changes in the matter, and that if necessary 
a committee be sent to Jefferson 
City. Mr. Gerard B. Allen,  Presi- 
dent of the Manufacturers’ Exchange, 
would, he understood, call a meeting imme- 
diately on the bill. The resolutions, with 
the several amendments, were passed 
unanimously. Before adjournment Mr. 
Braun said that he should probably go to Jef- 
ferson City to-morrow night, and he was 
authorized tospeak for the Exchange to the 
St. Louls delegation. Several members 
thought that the bill had passed a second 
reading in the House on account of careless- 
ness, and the fact that there was no one pres- 
ent interested in epposing it. The meeting 
then adjourned. 


The Columbia’s Judgment. 
It seems to bethe general impression among 


) attorneysthat the decision of the Supreme 


Court reversing the Appellate Court and af- 
tirming Judge Thayer’s judgment in favor of 
the Columbia receiver against the Life Asso- 
ciation of America for $1,099,200, will scarcely 
recover more than sixty cents on the 


dollar for the Columbia estate. It is thought 
that about $600,000 will be realized on the 
judgment, and it will be derived in part from 
the proceeds of the sale of real estate which 
took 7 under the order of court and for 
which the funds are now in handgand in part 
from the sale of bonds and notes. The 
opinion is general that after the 
satisfaction of this colossal judgment, there 
will be nothing left for the Life Association 
policy-holders, who have been left out in the 
cold completely. Attorneys who have been 
appealed to by clients for the A agg of prov- 
ing a 2 — — — 3 within the past 
wenty-four hours have advised no step be 
taken as it would be fruitless. n

They Appear Again in the Courts Ven- 
Y lating Domestic Grievances. 


A case involving domestic infelicity was be- 
fore ajury in Justice Monahan’s court yes- 
terday. Mrs. Emily Smith, a handsome lady, 
who has figured in the courts from time to 
time in connection with a slander suit brought 
by the mother of an adopted daughter, swore 


out «a peace-warrant against her hus- 
band, familiarly known among com- 
mission men as Joe Smith. It appeared 
from the evidence that Joe and his wife have 
not occupied a bed of roses lately, in spite of 
the fact that they live in good my pe supporting 
an expensive establishment on Lucas avenue, 
keeping a carriage which swept the avenues, 
behind a pair of spanking trotters, and other- 
wise indulging in the elegancies and 
luxuries of life. The husband became 
jealous of his attractive partner, 
who dispensed the hospitalities of the family 
mansion witbja liberal hand, acquiring a repu- 
tation for neat supper and card 13 and 
dinners prepared with taste and skill. The 
Smith mansion gathered around it a coterie 
of epicureans and experts at whist, who were 
charmed by the hostess, and lost no opportu- 
nity to place their legs beneath the Smith 
dining-room mahoganv. 

Differences arose between husband and 
wife, resulting in a peace-warrant being 
sworn out by the beautiful and magnetie 
matron, who gave her testimony at the Jus- 
tice’s court yesterday afternoon. She stated 
that her husband had become inordinately 
jealous of her and would resort to fits of 
violence,threatening the destruction of his wife 
and the extermination of the entire family. 

About 3 0’clock on the morning of the 18th 
of February Mrs. Smith testified that she 
wokke up and found her husband about to 
commit an act of violence. He jumped out of 
bed, went to the bureau and produced a razor, 
saying that the time had come to avenge the 
honor of the family. Mrs. Smith 
whisked her robe-de-chambre about her 
limbs and rushed to the door shouting forzthe 
members of the family andthe domestics to 
be in readiness on the staircase in the event 
of Mr. Smith carrying his threats into effect. 
One of the servants was placed on the witness 
stand for the defendant. She testified that 
Charley Hamm, the Adonis attorney, 
who assaulted Juage Laughlin on a street-car, 
was a frequent visitor at the Smith mansion 
and upon one occasion Mrs. Smith remarke 
to him that when her busband went away 
Hamm could come up and they would have a 
nice little oyster supper. 

The jury returned a verdict for the defen- 
dant. The husband and the peace-warrant pro- 
ceedings fell to the ground,
